Brothers face 
murder raps 


Remains found. 

Melissa Dawn Peacock's 
family was told Tuesday 
about body's discovery

Two brothers are charged with 
killing 20-year-old Melissa 
Dawn Peacock of Dartmouth. 

Three pohce agencies 
made the announcement 
during a press conference in 
Halifax Wednesday morning, 
hours before Dustan Joseph 
Preeper, 24, of Halifax, and 
Joshua Michael Preeper, 20, 
of Kennetcook, appeared in a 
Truro courtroom. 

Dustan and Joshua are 
both charged with first-de¬ 
gree murder, but informa¬ 
tion obtained in the Peacock 
investigation led police to 
charge Dustan with another 
murder; the 2010 death of 
Ben Hare, 26, of Truro. 

Dustan is charged with 
second-degree murder in 
that case. Police charged him 
with that murder two years 


ago, but the Crown attorney 
dropped the charge. 

The two accused were ar¬ 
rested Tuesday afternoon; 
also that afternoon, human 
remains were located in 
a rural property in Upper 
Stewiacke, said Chief Supt. 
Brian Brennan of the RCMP. 

While identification meth¬ 
ods are underway, investiga¬ 
tors have a “strong belief” it 
is Peacock’s body, he said. 

Police be¬ 
lieve the vic¬ 
tims didn’t 
know each 
other, but 
did know 
the accused. 
The only link 
between the 
two murders 
is the fact 
they share the same accused. 

Peacock was last seen in 
the Sackville-Beaver Bank 
area on Nov. 7, and cell¬ 
phone records show she was 
in a vehicle heading north on 
Highway 354 after midnight 
on Nov. 8. Her last location 
was in Gore. 

Police said the case turned 
from a missing-person to a 
criminal investigation in the

first few days when investiga¬ 
tors learned her last location 
was Gore.

“It was determined 
she may have been a victim 
of foul play and that was the 
point when we changed the 
investigation.”

Reward program led 
to critical info in 
Peacock case: Cops 


Public tips. Province 
pays up to $150,000 
for details leading to 
arrest and conviction

For the first time, the province 
is going to be pa 3 dng out for 
crime tips. 

Police said it was after Mel¬ 
issa Peacock’s case was added 
to the major-unsolved-crimes 
reward program that crucial 
information came in. And 
through the investigation of 
Peacock’s homicide, police 
were also able to lay a second- 
degree murder charge in the 
case of a Truro man who was 
killed in 2010. 

Dustan Joseph Preeper, 24, 
and his brother Joshua Michael 
Preeper, 20, were charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
Peacock case on Wednesday 
and Dustan was charged with 
second-degree murder in the 
death of Ben Hare. 

“This is a first for our re¬ 
wards program (which started 
in 2006). We have never seen 
information lead to arrests and 
charges,” said Justice Minister 
Ross Landry at a press confer¬ 
ence in Halifax on Friday. 

Just how much of the 
$150,000 reward will be given 
out hasn’t been determined 
yet. 

“We’re quite prepared to 
pay the full amoimt; however, 
there is a process in place that 
would allow that to be evaluat¬ 
ed in its context,” Landiy said. 

With his T-shirt and shorts 
showing off tattoos running up 
and down his arms and legs. 



Dustan Preeper was the first to 
be escorted into Truro Provin- 
ical Court Wednesday. 

As he was led through a 
throng of media, he spat at 
photographers in his last step 
before entering the court 
house. 

The judge saw the broth¬ 
ers separately as their charges 
were read in court. Crown At¬ 
torney Peter Craig said there 
is some work to be done to 
determine the jurisdiction 
and which courthouse the two 
murder cases will be heard in. 

“One of the possibilities, 
and we’ll sort this out, is the 
Peacock murder we’ll be deal¬ 
ing with in the Windsor Prov¬ 
incial Court potentially, and 
the Hare murder would be 
here in Truro, potentially,” 
Craig said. 

Joshua Preeper is due back 
in court on Aug. 1. Dustan 
Preeper is back before a judge 
on Sept. 7. 


Second case 


Woman, 24 , 
arrested in 
Ben Hare 
homicide 

A 24-year-old woman was 
arrested without incident 
outside the Truro provincial 
courthouse Wednesday mor¬ 
ning in connection with the 
death of Ben Hare. 

The woman, who has yet 
to be identified, was arrested 
in the parking lot near the 
back of the Prince Street 
building. Witnesses to the 
arrest said they know the 
female only as “Barbie.” 

Ofl&cers from the Truro 
Police Service had been 
looking for the woman since 



earlier in the morning. 

“She was a suspect in the 
Hare homicide from the get- 
go,” said Truro Police Chief 
Dave MacNeil. “She’s still in 
custody. 1 don’t know how 
many ofiicers were there (this 
morning), but it worked out

Disclosure. Lawyer says

The case of a Bedford navy 
intelligence officer accused of 
spying has been set over until 
July 17. 

The lawyer for Sub-Lt. Jef¬ 
frey Paul Dehsle made a brief 
appearance in provincial court 


in Halifax on Wednesday to 
ask for more time to go over 
material that had just been 
disclosed by the Crown. 

Mike Taylor said he re¬ 
ceived a lengthy document 
last Friday that relates to a 
search warrant and needed to 
review it before proceeding 
with the case. 

“I need a chance to look at 
those and talk to Mr. Delisle 
about them and decide what 
we’re going to do next,” he 
said outside court. 

“I know it’s taking a while 


and there are a number of 
agencies that look at it and 
provide their opinions.... It’s 
just extremely time consum¬ 
ing.” 

Dehsle faces two charges 
under the Security of Informa¬ 
tion Act that deal with com¬ 
municating information that 
could harm Canada’s interests. 

He was denied bail in 
March and has been in cus¬ 
tody at the Central Nova Sco¬ 
tia Correctional Facility since 
his arrest in January.

Halifax Regional Police say 
the victim, also a 38-year-old 
man, was coherent when offi¬ 
cers arrived and was taken to 
hospital with non-life-threat¬ 
ening injuries. 

Police responded to a call 
at around 1 a.m. Wednesday 
morning, were told a man had 
fallen from a one-storey bal¬ 
cony at a John Parr Road resi¬ 
dence and stabbed himself 

But spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said as they 
continued to investigate that 


they believe the victim was 
stabbed by someone known 
to him after an argument. 

“What was reported 
turned out not to be accur¬ 
ate, so part of what we’re ty¬ 
ing to determine is what led 
up to the stabbing,” Palmeter 
said, adding that alcohol is be¬ 
lieved to have been a factor in 
the case. 

He also said it’s not clear 
whether the victim jumped or 
was pushed from the balcony. 
The victim and the man ar¬ 
rested were known to police. 
But Palmeter said late Wed¬ 
nesday no charges had been

The IWK Health Centre 
relied on backup generators 
for much of Wednesday after 
a nearly six-hour power out¬ 
age, forcing cancellations of 
all non-urgent appointments 
and 19 elective surgeries at 
the facility. 

The hospital had been ac¬ 
cepting only patients requir¬ 
ing urgent care throughout 
the day, and had asked po¬ 
tential visitors to delay their 
trips to avoid using power on 
elevators. 

“We’re pooling our re¬ 
sources to make sure that the 
sickest people are receiving 
care,” said fWK spokesperson 
Nick Cox during the outage 
on Wednesday. 

Nova Scotia Power re¬ 
stored power late Wednes¬ 
day after identifying a faulty 
underground cable, said 
utility spokesperson Neera

Ritcey, and according to a 
rWK release, the facility has 
resumed normal clinic and 
ambulatory operations. 

The rWK announced late 
Wednesday that it is continu¬ 
ing to postpone all elective 
surgeries, though, until hos¬ 
pital staff can confirm that 
its equipment is stable. 

Those who needed im¬ 
mediate attention through¬ 
out the day Wednesday 
received it virtually uninter¬ 
rupted after the switch to 
generators at around 10:40 
a.m., Cox said, adding that 
most in the hospital didn’t 
realize that power had been 
lost.

Painful mistake. Court 
awards woman $9»000 
for misspelled tattoo 


It’s a case of a tattoo gone 
wrong and the value of spell¬ 
check. 

Marie Huckle of Halifax 
went into Newcombe’s Ink 
in December 2010 for a tat¬ 
too in memory of a friend 
who had recently died. She 
asked for the words “See You 
at the Crossroads.” 

Instead she got “See You 
at the Cossroads” affixed to 
the side of her abdomen. 

She got home, noticed the 
error and called the parlour. 
The owner and co-defendant, 
Adam Spencer, offered a re¬ 
fund right away and to pay 
for removal when Huckle de¬ 
cided she didn’t want them 
to attempt to fix the error. 

He put her in touch with a 
laser technician who special¬ 
izes in tattoo removals. The 
removal process is painful 
and time-consuming. The tat¬ 
too is essentially burned off 
by laser and only small areas 
can be worked on at a time. 

Huckle had eight sessions 
paid for by Spencer. She

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Scientists’ ‘Eureka moment’: 
God particle exists, they say 



Cheers, ovations. 

Crowd hails the 
discovery of a 
‘cornerstone,’ but 
is it the real secret 
of the universe? 


The God particle lives! Well, 
they’re pretty sure it does. 

To cheers and standing 
ovations, scientists at the 
world’s biggest atom smasher 
in Switzerland claimed the 
discovery of a new subatomic 
particle Wednesday. 

They called it “consistent” 
with the long-sought Higgs 
boson — popularly known as 
the God particle — that helps 
explain what gives all mat¬ 
ter in the universe size and 
shape. 

“We have now found the 
missing cornerstone of par¬ 
ticle physics,” Rolf Heuer, dir¬ 
ector of the European Gentre 
for Nuclear Research (GERN), 
told scientists. 

“As a la 3 mian, I think we 
did it,” he told the elated 
crowd. 

But he also declared; “As a

scientist, I have to say, ‘What 
do we have.’” 

He added: “We have a dis¬ 
covery. We have observed a 
new particle that is consist¬ 
ent with a Higgs boson.” 

The Higgs boson, which 
until now has been a theor¬ 


etical particle, is seen as the 
key to understanding why 
matter has mass, which com¬ 
bines with gravity to give an 
object weight. 

The idea is much hke grav¬

What is Stephen Hawking 
thinking?

An international confer¬ 
ence organized by the Gan- 
adian creator of the iBrain 
on Saturday will reveal 
the celebrated physicist’s 
thoughts, it’s claimed. 

“We will present the 
data we were able to gener¬ 
ate from Stephen Hawking” 
NeuroVigil founder Dr. Philip 
Low said. 

That data was collected 


last summer by attaching 
Hawking to the iBrain, the 
world’s smallest portable 
brain scanner. 

Hawking, who is 
also a participant in 
the July 7 conference, 
is immobilized with the mo¬ 
tor neuron disease amyo¬ 
trophic lateral sclerosis. 

Besides being able 
to hack Hawking’s 
brain, the iBrain has the 
potential to monitor sleep 
disorders, autism and depres¬ 


sion, Low said. 

For the 70-year-old Hawk¬ 
ing, whose ability to com¬ 
municate via machine is 
deteriorating, it could 
mean the last stage: “Un¬ 
locking a locked Stephen 
Hawking,” Low said.

Police confirmed Wednesday 
that a human body part found 
in a Montreal park is indeed 
the missing head of Jun Lin, 
a major break in his murder 
case that will help bring some 
closure to his family. 

Lin, 33, was killed and 
his body was dismembered 
in late May in a particularly 
gruesome sla 5 dng that made 
international headlines. 

The rest of the computer 
science student’s body had 
been found except for his 
head — and Montreal police 
had repeatedly declared its 
recovery a priority. 



A spokesman for the force 
said detectives were notified 
of the match Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing a laboratory analysis, 
which confirmed that a body 
part uncovered in Montreal’s 
Angrignon Park on Sunday 


was Lin’s head. 

“All of the body parts have 
been found,” Const. Raphael 
Bergeron said. 

Bergeron said the Chinese 
national’s family was in¬ 
formed of the development. 

With the help of sniffer 
dogs, officers found the head 
on the edge of a pond in the 
sprawling, west-end park. 

Police have indicated they 
were acting on a tip, but they 
have declined to reveal the 
source of the information. 

Lin’s torso was found 
locked in a suitcase a few days 
after his death, while other 
body parts were mailed to of¬ 
fices of political parties and 
to two Vancouver schools. 

Luka Rocco Magnotta, a 
former stripper and porn ac¬ 
tor, has pleaded not guilty to 
a charge of first-degree mur¬ 
der in the killing and will ap¬ 
pear in court next year.

Watson is considered one 
of the most influential jazz 
and blues guitarists of his gen¬ 
eration, with nearly 30 years 
on his fingers. 

The American has also 
shared the stage with legends 
hke Lowell Fulson and Big 
Mama Thornton. 

“Being in a band at that 
time I got firsthand lessons — 
just being a part of that whole 
thing — I learned so much.” 

Watson, who plays the 
main festival tent this Satur¬ 
day for the 26th Halifax Jazz 
Festival, famously revitalizes 
the sounds of the swing era 
and makes it more approach¬ 
able for today’s music audi¬ 
ences. 

“I adapted the ’40s swing 
(music) for a modern audience 
by trying to figure out what 
they were doing, twist it a bit, 
and make it my own,” he said. 

While hopeful that the 
subtle reemergence of 
traditional big band that 
is making its way quietly 
through Europe will cross the 
pond, Watson says nothing 
can replace the original. 

“Those guys were the best 
and it’s only gotten worse. 
They were all amazing — bass, 
guitar, drums — they were 
superior musicians. You can’t 
make it better than that.”

Taylor Kitsch struck out twice 
this year in the failed films 
John Carter and Battleship, 
spoiling the Friday Night 
Lights actor’s hopes to leap 
from TV to big-screen star. 

Now, Kitsch has a third 
time at bat with Oliver Stone’s 
drug-war thriller Savages, 
opening Friday. 

While the actor regrets the 
two previous movies flopped, 
he’s actually a bit relieved 
that he can take jobs as they 
come without having to work 
around sequel schedules had 
those films developed into 
franchises.

could have given him steady 
work for years to come in 
the continuing adventures of 
Edgar Rice Burroughs’ Mars 
hero Carter and in more tales 
inspired by the board game 
Battleship.

Safety has never been a sexy 
subject. It’s always been a 
difficult sell, especially for fash¬ 
ion brands. 

Ironically, it’s a world that 
attracted Monique Moore and 
Anne Botica Reilly to launch 
then sun-protective label Mott 
50 (mott50.com). 

The brand is named after 
their old apartment’s street 
(Mott Street, New York City) 
where the concept came to fmi- 
tion in March 2011. 

Moore and Reilly intended 
to take ftiU of advantage of the 



female shift in attitude towards 
tanning and skin preservation. 

Reilly explains, “I have a 
history of sltin cancer in my 
family, so I have seen the direct 
effects — my aunt passed away 
and my mother is currently af¬ 
fected.” 

However, despite advances 
in sltin care, the reahty is that 
sltin cancer among yoimg peo¬ 
ple is on the rise. The World 
Health Organisation states that 
every year 132,000 melanoma 
sltin cancers and two to three 
million non-melanoma sltin 
cancers occur globally and this 
is set to rise. This can be attrib¬ 
uted to the depletion of the 
ozone; however, that doesn’t 
free us from our responsibility 
for self-preservation. 

Luckily, UPF (ultraviolet pro¬ 
tection factor) clothing doesn’t 
have to resemble a poncho or 
be as coarse as a hair shirt. 

“We could see that a lot of 
the stuff was not that desirable 
for women to wear — it’s im- 
comfortable on the skin.” Reilly 
adds, “We have customers who 
like the fabric and the way that 
it looks — the added value is 
the UPF50 element.” The fail¬ 
ing of many other UPF labels 
is that they allow the safety as¬ 
pect to dominate the aesthetic 
at the expense of the look. 

Reilly admits, “It isn’t a high- 
end fasMon brand at all but we 
do tiy to play on the trends.” 
Currently, Mott 50 offers ward¬ 
robe staples such as cardigans, 
crewnecks, henleys, tunics, 
shifts, maxi dresses and short 
and long-sleeved shirts for guys. 
“We look to the designers like 
Ralph Lauren, Burberry Pror- 
sum and Thakoon, so we do tiy 
to make our label a httie more 
ftmlq^,” says Reilly. The biggest 
challenge for the design duo 
is sourcing fabrics. At the mo¬ 



ment they use materials such 
as cotton poplin and bamboo 
spandex but they’re working 
on expanding their remit. 

The way that the process 
works is that clothing mamffac- 
turers pour in a blend that clos¬ 
es the porosity of the fabric to 
prevent hamiftil UV penetrat¬ 
ing the sltin. Alarmingly, “the 
average white T-shirt only has 
a UPF of five,” says the Chicago 
native. Shocking, but does such 
a limited collection have any 
real fiiture, given the amoimt 
of sltin sim-care products now 
available? Reilly certainly be¬ 
lieves so, 

“Advances in sim care actu¬ 
ally helps our business. It raises 
awareness for our products and 
stresses the need for labels like 
ours.” 

As well as being stocked in 
stores such as Neapolitan, New 
York, the girls plan to increase 
their men’s wear line next sea¬ 
son and are hoping to laimch a 
children’s wear collection next 
summer, which Reilly describes 
as “a huge market.”

Watermelon goes beyond dessert 
while duck takes over for chicken 


Book of the week 


Grillmasterlesson 


1 . Glaze: In a blender, puree 
tlie watermelon flesh imtil 
smooth. Set aside. In a small, 
heavy-bottomed saucepan over 
medium, heat the apple jelly, 
stirring constantly, until it is 
melted. Add the watermelon 
juice and stir to combine. Stir in 
the hme zest and juice, red pep¬ 
per flakes, jalapeno hot sauce 
and salt. Mix and taste, ad¬ 
justing the seasoning if desired. 


Ingredients 


Spicy Watermelon Glaze: 

• 1 cup seedless watermelon 
flesh 

• 1/2 cup apple jelly 

• Zest and juice of 1/2 lime 

• 1 tsp red pepper flakes 

• 1/2 tsp jalapeno hot sauce 

• Pinch of salt 

Grilled Butterflied Duck with

• 6-lb duck 

• 1 tsp kosher salt 

• 1/2 tsp coarsely ground black 
pepper 

• Pinch of cayenne pepper 

• Olive oil 

• Spicy watermelon glaze 


The glaze can be used warm or 
cooled. It can be refngerated in 
a tightly sealed jar for up to 2 
days. 

2 . Heat one side of a grill to 
medium and the other side to 
low. During cooking, if you get 
flaring from the duck fat, you 
may need to turn off the low 
side completely. 

3 . Use paper towels to pat 
diy the duck. Using poultiy or 
kitchen shears, cut ^ong each 
side of the duck’s backbone and 
remove it. Turn the duck breast- 
side up. Open the 2 sides of the 
duck as if you were opening a 
book, and lay it flat. Break the 
breast bone by flrmly applying 
pressure and pressing down. 
Tuck the wing tips under the 
upper wing and place on a 
sheet pan. Set aside. 

4 . In bowl, mix salt, pepper 
and cayenne. Brush the duck all 
over vyith ohve oil. Season hght- 
ly on both sides vyith the spice 
rub. Place the duck skin-side up 
directly on the grill grates on 
the cooler side of the grill. Grill 
for about 2 hours.

“WE GOT ‘EM!” the Wild 
announced on their Twitter 
accoimt early Wednesday after¬ 
noon, sending shockwaves 
across the league and through 
a devoted fan base that was 
starting to show signs of apathy 
after missing the playoffs for a 
fourth straight season. 

Parise, the former New 
Jersey Devils playmaker, and 
Suter, who paired with Shea 


Weber on the NashviUe blue¬ 
line, were regarded the cream 
of what was a thin free agent 
crop, and each had spent the 
past four days poring over num¬ 
erous offers from several teams 
before making a decision. 

“This is a great day in the 
histoiy of the Minnesota Wild,” 


GM Ghuck Fletcher said in a 
conference call.
